By Associated Press to The Sun 
NEW YORK, Dec. 19—The inter-state 
commerce commission met here today to 
Investigate the rates on import traffic. 
C. W. White, freight traffic manager of 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, presented 
a schedule showing the charges of his 
company for the inland transportation 
of Imported freight. 
His railroad has 
maintained the rates shown In the sched­ 
ule since the beginning of the year with­ 
out variation or concessions. 
The rates 
on the ocean steamers he did not be­ 
lieve were fixed in New York. 
Replying 
to Commissioner Prouty, Mr. White said 
the rate charged by his road on imports 
between New York and Chicago is 18 
cents per one hundred pounds, whereas 
like goods originating in New York pay 
65 cents per hundred pounds freight to 
Chicago. 
"There Is no 
discrimination. 
The IS cents is a proportion we receive of 
through 
rate from some other place, 
while the 65 cents Is the total cost of 
through carriages from shipping point 
to destination.” 
“Your foreign agents work on commis­ 
sion?” Mr. Prouty asked. "You give your 
rates and he charges what he can get? 
With the profits he makes and the com­ 
mission you allow he has to protect his 
contracts?” 
“That Is how I understand It," 
Mr. 
White replied. 
Albert T. Meyer, 
m anager 
of 
the 
Vulcanite Cement company, testified 
th a t 
the rate per barrel from V ulcan­ 
ite, N. J., to 
E ast St. 
Louis is 66 1-5 
cents, 
while from 
A ntw erp or H am 
burg the through ra te is only 66 cents 
F ra n k M arriott, com missioner of the 
im port commission of the tru n k lines 
said th a t only good faith prevents the 
different railroads from m akihg con­ 
cessions to shippers. 
He promised to 
prepare 
a statem en t 
showing 
th a t 
certain kinds of im ports are 
carried 
at sm aller rates than the domestic a r ­ 
ticles. 
"W hat would be the result in 
the 
port of New 
York if congress should 
enact a law,” 
Com m issioner Prouty 
asked, "th at no railroad m ight carry 
Imported goods a t a less rate than it 
charged for domestic goods?” 
"In the long run,” Mr. H a rrio tt re ­ 
plied, "it m ight be a good thing. T em ­ 
porarily it would stop trade. 
The im ­ 
provem ent would have to by an a d ­ 
ju stm en t of freights by the steam ship 
lines." 
M arcellus F. Berry, m anager of the 
foreign departm ent of the Am erican 
Express company, said th a t his com ­ 
pany m akes its charges for forw arding 
goods on the basis of the steam ship 
charges plus 
the 
railroad 
charges. 
The company, he said, receives no con­ 
cessions below the announced tariff. 
Sam uel Battle, of

lieved the public tariffs of the rail­

specialist on congenital dislocation of 
the hip will arrive in 
Boston 
next 
Wednesday night or T hursday to stay 
till Saturday. 
Word to this effect has 
been received by Dr. Robert W. Ixtv- 
ett of the Children's hospital. 
Twelve 
little cripples at the hospital aw alt his 
coming. 
In anticipation 
of 
his dem onstra­ 
tions in Boston, preparations are being 
made 
for the hospital clinic. 
This 
will take place in a room to be spec­ 
ially fitted 
up in the outpatients’ d e­ 
partm ent. 
Operating tables and other 
accessories will 
be installed, 
with 
benches in am phitheatre form, to a c ­ 
commodate the 150 or so guests. These 
will include 
the hospital's surgical 
corps and representative medical men 
from Boston and vicinity. 


Of the cases to be treated by Prof. 
Lorenz, 
one of the 
house surgeons 
said: “We have from IO to 12 children 
here to be operated upon. 
They are 
from 2 1-2 to IO years old, evenly divid­ 
ed between boys and girls. 
Home of 
them were already 
under treatm ent 
here. 
Others have been sent In a n ti­ 
cipation of the coming of Prof. Lorena. 
"W e have more than a dozen cases, 
but not all will be offered to Prof. 
Lorenz, barred principally on account 
of age. 
Dislocation of long standing 
Is a pretty difficult proposition. 
In 
case of an ad u lt It Is practically im ­ 
possible, the hipbone Is so much higher 
up and the adductor muscle has so 
contracted. 
"Three of our cases are double dis­ 
location, both right aud left hip Joints 
being displaced.

the $25 check 
and testified that Blackwell told him he 
had $3000 In the 
Mechanics 
National 
bank of New' Bedford. 
Mr. O'Brien said 
Blackwell wanted him to cash a check 
for a larger am ount and dropped the fig­ 
ure to $25, when he learned th at it was all 
the money Mr O’Brien had on hand. 
A bank officer informed the court that 
Blackwell had no account at the la n k and 
so far as he knew never had a deposit 
there. 
Blackwell 
offered no defence on these 
charges. 
He was found guilty and sen­ 
tenced 
to three 
months' 
Imprisonment 
on each count. 
He appealed and huil was 
fixed at v'iOi) in each ease. 
On the charge 
of non-support his lawyer stated th at he 
desired to have charge placed on file as 
Blackwell and his wife had fixed up their 
differences and he was contributing to 
her support. 
"I would like to have Mrs. Blackwell 
make the request herself,” said Inspector 
McGarr. who had charge of the eaee. 
Mrs. Blackwell was called to the stand.

John H. Otto, the first witness, said 
that all m erchants in Archbald, Pa., 
were compelled to boycott him because 
he worked In the mines. 
The second 
witness, a boy, said that he w as forced 
to leave the store he was employed In, 
because his father was 
a 
non-union 
man. The next witness testified 
that 
etrikers tried to have him forced out of 
the volunteer fire company to which he 
belonged, because he 
continued 
at 
work as a mine engineer during the 
strike. 
William Allen, d isto rt superintend­ 
ent of the E lk Hill Coal A Iron Com­ 
pany and two employes of the same 
company testified that an atta c k was 
made upon the carpenter shop of 
the 
company’s 
property and 
an 
attem p t 
was made to burn the carpenter shop. 
Mrs. 
Rhoda 
Snyder of W lkosbnrre 
with a baby in her arm s took the stand 
and with tears running down her face 
told of the burning of her home 
by 
strikers. Her husband was In the mines 
and could not come home because he

This new device is fashioned solely for 
the chainless bicycle, which, bv th e 'way,

of gears Is located at the hub of the 
rear wheel, where there are two gears, 
one within the other, on the end of the 
shafts, and also two gears on the sleeve in 
the hub. 
When the low gear is in opera­ 
tion a slight pressure on the pedals, cor­ 
responding to that given In backpedalling 
will throw the high gear In place, and, 
similarly, another slight depression will 
throw the high gear out and the low 
gear in. 
This change is effected in a 
fractional part of a second 
while the 
wheel moves along uninterrupted. 
The 
double gear increases the weight of the 
machine very little and In no way changes 
its general appearance. 
It has absolutely 
no connection with the coasting mechan­ 
ism. which is operated in the usual way. 
This new contrivance has been thorough­

The springs are 
inconspicuous, so they do not m ar the 
m achine’s sym m etrical outline.

front fork receives somewhat less than 
half the weight of the rider.

th a t he had been a member of the 
regular football team of the univer­ 
sity for three years ending with the 
season of 1897; th a t under the four year 
rule he was eligible to play one year 
more. 
This certificate 
accompanied 
by Mr. K ing’s statem ent th a t he had 
played only three years, was accepted 
as conclusive, and he w’as allowed 
to 
join the H arvard team. 
A few day3 
before the Pennsylvania gam e a letter 
reached the head coach of the Y’ale 
team offering to supply affidavits th at 
Mr. K ing had played for four years. 
This led to an investigation of the case 
through m em bers arid ex-m em bers of 
the Indiana University. 
It soon be­ 
cam e 
apparent th a t Mr. K ing 
had 
played in gam es purporting to rep re­ 
sent the university 
in 1893,

would have m ade a fourth year and 
although the evidence in the case was

‘‘yes*’ or "no,” each m em ber had to be 
Identified by a committee. 
The ballot 
was taken Incidental to the 
regular 
prayer meeting. 
The 
deacons 
will 
canvass the vote, and if It be favorable 
to Dr. P r i m e r , a com m ittee will go to 
New York to get his answer. 


The appropriations committee 
met 
last evening and discussed the deplor­ 
able state of the city’s finances In a 
protracted session.

Several other sub-appropriations in 
his departm ent showed small balances 
and he estim ated th a t he would return 
$2400 to the general treasury. 
City Clerk B adm an asked for $200 for 
the registrars of voters. 
He asked for 
$275 f<<r th" appropriation for elections 
of which $100 m ay be charged up to 
Luce law ami the rem ainder to fuel. 
His own office has no deficiency. 


T H E A NNUAL TROUBLE. 
Supt* Clark of the cemetery d ep art­ 
m ent was th e next to appear before 
the com mittee and the annual trouble 
with this departm ent 
came to light. 
Supt. Clark did not know Just how the 
departm ent stood. 
He had approved 
all bills against his 
departm ent 
hut 
could not say how many of them had 
been paid. 
His pay roll had not been 
paid for three weeks. 
"Your department Is way in the hole 
this year,” said Alderman Derby. "Your 
revenues hove been $1000 less than you 
estimated and you have spent $1000 nhove 
your npproprlatlom 
How does it hap­ 
pen?” 
Shipt. Clark could not tell. 
He said 
that the revenues had fallen off because 
he had not sold mony lots. 
He had run 
the deportment as closely es he could. 
"We have given you $700 additional 
during the year and you are now $400 
more in the h o l e , ” said the chairman. 
The superintendent said thut he hadn’t 
been buying any extra supplies. 
“Where lins the 
$1100 
gone?” 
asked 
Councilman Henderson. 
"I couldn’t say,” replied Supt. Clark. 
“I didn’t look it up before coming be­ 
cause I didn’t know you would inquire 
about it. 
I can look 
It up 
upon my 
books.” 
"The trouble Is.” said Councilman Hen­ 
derson, "that when you run your depart­ 
ment into debt we have to hear tile crit­ 
icism from tho newspapers and tho pub­ 
lic.” 
"Why is It thnt you can’t stop spend­ 
ing money when your appropriation is 
exhausted?” asked Alderman Derby. 
"It can’t be done," replied the super­ 
intendent. 
“ You can’t stop the work in 
our deportment.” 
"A good part of your $1100 must have 
been spent for material," said Councilman 
Henderson. 
“Didn’t you know you were 
over your appropriation?” 
"No. 
I didn’t know It,” replied Supt. 
Clark. 
Tho committee dismissed him with the 
statement that his needs could not lie 
considered until ho found out Just what 
his deficiency was. 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 
Agent Horace ll. Knapp of the health 
department stated that his estimate of 
revenue for the department had 
been 
$3900, but he had turned in $6000, of which 
$2796 had come from small-pox cases, the 


city having been repaid by the state or 
other towns. 
Ile asked fbr an appro­ 
priation of $700 to be charged up to 
small-pox, but afterward cut off $100. 
He asked for $800 to meet a deficiency in 
yard labor. 
Councilman Henderson naked 
Agent 
Knapp wily he did not economize by mak­ 
ing bi-weekly collections of ashes during 
the summer months. 
Agent Knapp re­ 
plied thut he had not considerd that plan 
and that he was running (lie yard $75 
per month less than last year. 
TCX) MANY W ANT JOBS. 
He also reported a deficiency of $2000 
in the appropriation for sundries. 
Of 
this $S00 could be charged up to an 
extra man on one of the dumps, or­ 
dered by the city council, aud the rest 
to the increased cost in oats. 
A lively discussion between the agent 
and m em bers of the committee ensued 
and reached a climax when 
Agent 
Knapp said in reply to a charge that 
he was not running the 
departm ent 
like a private corporation: 
"So long as nine aldermen, the

departm ent, you will exceed your a p ­ 
propriation.’’ 
"Don’t you w ant

“ No, sir.” 
“Then m a k e it eight alderm en,” said 
the chairm an. 
"It m ight he seven or five, but the 
principle is the same,” replied Agent 
Knapp. 
Supt. 
Oillow said th a t he wanted 
no additional money and had no money 
to return. 
Huntington hall would he 
self-supporting but that was about all. 
the revenues not being as high as had 
been estimated. 
It has cost the city 
$1400 to run the hall on free nights. 
CITY FARM A FFA I BB* 
Dr. Charles K. Donlan appeared in 
behalf of the city farm. 
He said th at 
the labor account was short $351 due 
to an increase in the wages of the 
employes and the putting on an ex­ 
tra. 
The increase had been about $18 
a week; but he had m anaged to save 
something 
on the original estimate. 
There would 
also be a deficit of $4190 
for provisions and grain. 
In his a p ­ 
propriation for sundries he had more 
than ho needed and could spare ubout 
$ 1000. 
"There Is also the hill of $2786 for re­ 
pairs a t the farm, voted by the over­ 
seers and still unpaid,” continued the 
doctor. 
"The re were bills contracted

peering Into the* room and looking at 
the position of the body Captain 
Kew

fied Medical Examiner Irish. 
After waiting for the medical exam­ 
iner to arrive a more careful survey 
of the room was made by the officers 
and Mr. Corbett and It was found to 
be in perfect order. 
A close examination of the body dis­ 
closed the fact that it was swollen far 
beyond normal size, with blood ooz­ 
ing from both nostrils and was entire­ 
ly black from head to foot as a result 
of decomposure. 
With the exception 
of the coat the body was fully dressed, 
rot excepting the dead man's shoes. 
The fact that the body' lay in a pool 
of blood suggested to Mr. Corbett that 
he was overtaken by one of the epileptic 
seizures to which he was subject, and 
this theory proved to he the solution 
of the mysterious death.

about it, so Sergt. Sweeney went to 
investigate his case. 
He was mighty 
proud of Armstrong when

back to the station and reported to 
Lieut. Burnett what he had found. 
Patrolman Armstrong lives on the 
far end of Allen street, W est End, near 
Blossom street, and the houses there 
are numbered In 
succession, because 
there is a church across the way, and

Armstrong lives, and which is num­ 
bered 60, is next door to No. 61. 
In the house at No. 60 is a family 
named Driscoll, and the 
family are Willie Driscoll, who
